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Analysts predict tighter credit rules

WASHINGTON - Despite fresh evidence 
the economy's growth is slowing, many 
■ analysts are predicting that fears of inflation 
may sliU tempt Federal Reserve poli- 
cymakers to lighten credit just a bit at kev 
meetings this week. 

Such a move, these analysts say, would tend 
to keep interest rates hi^. 

In advance of secret discussions that Ixigin 
Monday, the analysts contended that de- 
cisions on monetary policy would still be 
Influenced by fears that the surprisingly 
strong economy would eventually kick up 
inflation rates. 

"The Fed's main priority Is to prevent iTiaT 
eventual rcaccclorMlon o( Innatloa," said

the effect of any further increase In Interest 
rates, particularly on the dcbt-strlcken Third 
World, might make the officials more hosltapi 
about tightercredlt restrictions. ■ ■ 

Moreover, they said the favorable reports 
released Friday on wholesale Inflation, Indus- 
trial production and retail sales would prompt 
strong arguments against lighter credit re- 
straints.

declining "since the Fed now is not likely to 
tighten."

The stnmg demand for credit by the federal 
government to finance the budget deficits and 
by private businesses and consumers will 
keep upward pressure on Interest rates, he 
said. 

On the other side, he said some Fed officials 
were sure to argue against any further 
tightening, pointing out that inflation rates 
have been-uncxpectedfy low and noting signs
